He moved to Ottawa to pur- 
sue business interests, and in a 
comparativley short time Des- 
marais became a well-re- 
spected force in Canadian and 
international business. 

However, it is obvious he has 
not forgotten his roots. 




OFS lobby session raises internal questions 



The first organized political 
lobby session run by the OFS 
has received mixed reviews 
from its participants. 

The lobby session took place 
from the 20th to the 22 when 
delegates from universities 
across Ontario converged on 
the provincial legislature to 
discuss student issues such as 
affordable housing, student 
assistance and access to post- 
secondary institutions. 

Dave Filion, SGA President, 
said the OFS provided dele- 
gates with lobby kits that en- 
couraged them to outline the 
problems, but not the solutions. 

"You can tell the M.P.P.s all 
theproblcmsinthcworld.Butif 
you can't offer them solutions, 
they're just not going to know," 
complained Filion. 

Ted Carlton, President of 
University of Waterloo Student 
Council, agreed that for dele- 
gates unfamiliar with the issues 
the session had its problems. 

"There is a temptation to start 
speaking on all of the issues at 
once and I agree that it can be 
counter-productive," he said. 
"It does make it very tough 
when an M.P.P. turns around 
and says 'What would you do?', 
and they may not have the an- 
swers themselves." 

Sheena Weir, Chairperson of 
the OFS, admitted there could 
have been more suggestions for 
solutions in the package, but 
also said the federation didn't 
expect so many first-time dele- 
gates. 

"We might need more prepa- 
ration time for new people next 
year," said Weir, adding that 
despite the inexperience of 
some delegates, the lobby ses- 
sion "went reasonably well." 

Weir said delegates were sup- 
posed to present M.P.P.s with 
only some of the issues sug- 
gested by the OFS. 

"The concept we were trying 



to put across is that you're not 
supposed to be flying statistics 
at politicians; you're supposed 
to draw on your local experi- 
ence to complement what we 
do on an on-going basis." 

Filion said he and R.D. Hulst, 
SGA vice-president, concen- 
trated on informing M.P.P.s 
about the problems students 
face in residences and the ex- 
pected ten to twenty-five per 
cent increase in applications to 
Ontario universities next year 
when students graduating 
from both grades 12 and 13 will 
be applying for admission. 

He said besides the session 
being to problem-oriented, 
there were not enough M.P.P.s 



to lobby. He said he sought 
several M.P.P.s on his own be- 
cause the OFS had not arranged 
for him to meet enough. 

But Weir said the turn out was 
good considering many new 
M.P.P.s had yet to settle into 
their offices. 

"It was actually better than I 
expected because the House 
was in such a mess," said Weir, 
adding that since the lobby ses- 
sion, thirty-five additional 
M.P.P.s have requested a meet- 
ing with OFS to discuss post- 
secondary education issues. 

Weir said the three day lobby 
session was designed to give 
experienced members a chance 
to practise their lobbying skills 



and introduce the OFS position 
to all members of the new gov- 
ernment. 

She added the OFS also 
hoped to receive some sort of 
commitment from all M.P.P.s 
on several post-secondary is- 
sues. 

Weir took exception with an- 
other of Filion's criticisms — 
that the OFS concentrates too 
much on "dartboarding" more 
short-term issues. 

"I would have to disagree. 
We're definitely caught up 
some times in reaction because 
you have to react when some- 
thing is done," said Weir. 

"But I think, when consider- 
ing some of our policies on 



OSAP, tuition fees, capital 
funding, and accessibility, we 
do have long term visions in 
mind. 

"We definitely have a 
plan;the problem is that the 
government doesn't have a 
plan and until they do it's very 
difficult." 

Weir said that she didn't ex- 
pect the federation's lobby ses- 
sion to be perfect, but the idea 
itself is a good one. 

Carlton agreed: "I thought it 
was useful. The timing was bad, 
but I think it's important that at 
least once a year, this is done 
just to have more of a presence 
with the M.P.P.s."

Registration problems not over 



The problems of late registra- 
tion and the registrar's interpre- 
tation of policies were brought 
up informally in the senate last 
week. Some proposals and 
ideas began to surface. 

Dave Filion, SGA President, 
feels strongly about the prob- 
lem and suggested some ideas 
that merit serious considera- 
tion by the Senate. His main 
point involved an addition to 
regulation making it manda- 
tory that professors announce 
or post all class lists to their 
classes. 

Presently, it is only suggested 
that professors present class 
lists but regulaitons do not dic- 
tate it. 

Another idea that could be 
effective next year is the short- 
ening of the registration period 
by one week, and the addition 
on an amnesty period in which 
all technical changes could be 
made. 

Dr. Wess Craig, the chairman 



of the philosophy department 
agrees with the idea of shorten- 
ing the registration period. 

"I think its a very sensible so- 
lution", said Craig. 

The Registrar, Jack Porter, is 
willing to review these and 
other proposals when they be- 
come official. "...There are pro- 
posals that were batted around 
and certainly the Registrar has 
taken them into consideration 
and will get back to the 
Committee on Admissions, 
Promotions and Requests 
(APR) on them." 

Craig is dissatisfied with the 
treatment of the student re- 
quests that have been for- 
warded to the Registrar. 

Of the 70 requests dealing 
with registration changes, 37 
were approved and 33 denied. 

J.P. Gonder, the Dean of Hu- 
manities, refused to call an ur- 
gent meeting of faculty in re- 
sponse to the Philosophy 
department's request of such a 



meeting. 

Gonder feels that the dead- 
line is long past and an urgent 
meeting cannot do anything for 



the students now. 

In late October the Depart- 
ment of philosophy issued a

SGA Council strikes down motion to mail 
newsletter to off campus students 



The SGA's newsletter, The 
Connection, will not reach out 
and connect off-campus stu- 
dents to on-campus activities 
this year. 

SGA council rejected a mo- 
tion last week that would have 
resulted in the mailing of The 
Connection to off-campus stu- 
dents. 

Dave Filion, President of the 
SGA, stated that he was not 
pleased with council's decision. 

"Personally, I would have 
liked to makean attempt to mail 
The Connection out at least 
once and then a decision could 
be made if it is beneficial or 
not," he said. Reaction could be 
judged by such things as com- 
ments from the students and 
letters to the editor of LAMBDA 
, he indicated. 

The approximate cost for 
mailing The Connection to the 
nearly 1,500 off-campus SGA 
members would be $3,700 for a 
year explained the V.P. Inter- 
nal, Heather Beaven. She was 
opposed to the motion and 
suggested the money could be 
better spent perhaps on an off- 
campus student association. 

The SGA is planning to dis- 
tribute The Connection by the 
Great Hall, the Science Cafete- 
ria, the Physical Education 
Complex and by the SGA office. 

Patrick Nadjiwan, Social 
Work Association representa- 
tive, supported the mailing. He 



felt it was the right of the off- 
campus students, and that not 
enough is done for them. 

"In my opinion, the attitude 
of a number of SGA members 
towards the off-campus popu- 
lation is very well represented 
on council, and if they get some- 
thing stuck in their heads, not 
even reason can get it out. 

'The SGA has an obligation 
to make an active move to- 
wards off-campus students and 
will not fill its mandate until it 
does," he added. 

Other council members felt it 
was not at all necessary for The 
Connection to be mailed out. 
The Law and Justice rep., Marc 
Veno, said "there are no prob- 
lems with finding things out on 
campus by posters or even by 
word of mouth. 

"The money which would be 
used to mail The Connection to 
off -campus students could be 
put to better use, like getting 
students bussed to events from 
off-campus. 

"In past experiences as an off- 
campus student, I've neither 
had difficulty accessing the 
newsletter or being kept in- 
formed." 

Bruce Henncssy, an SGA 
senator, has lived off-campus 
for four years and feels that 
other ott-campus students 
would not have problems find- 
ing the newsletter if it were 
placed in easily accessible ar-

Some off-campus students re- 
fused to comment officially, but 
felt that they have already been 
cut off from SGA activities, and 



that the SGA should do more 
for them starting with The 
Connection. 

Yet others were quick to com- 
ment. Kirst Fransen, a 1" year 
Science student, is strongly 
opposed to spending money on 
the mailing service. "It (The 
Connection) could be easily ob- 
tained on campus whether you 



live on or off campus. It would 
be just another lame excuse to 
spend more money," said 
Fransen. 

"It's no big deal", says Eileen 
Trempe, a 2 nd year Nursing stu- 
dent. "Off-campusstudentscan 
just pick up the newsletter en- 
route to class, the same as any- 
body else."

"We feel 
radio in Sudbury, with the ex- 
ception of CBC, is insulting to 
the human mind and we are 
here to enrich the airwaves," 
said Kopanas. 

Also, talk show hosts are 
needed, and Kopanas encour- 
ages newcomers to apply. He 
says that effort is the only re- 
quirement.

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It was done intentionally. 
What SGA president David 
Filion, and Editor-in-chief 
of Lambda Greg Huneault 
wanttoknowis: "Howmany 
people read the article and 
reacted to it?" 

At an informal meeting 
Sept. 30, Filion and Hun- 
eault discussed the prob- 
lems of indifference and 
apathy at the university 
level in general, and at 
Laurentian University 
specifically. 

"Both Lambda and the 
SGA certainly share one 
very common problem, and 
that's lack of involvement 
by the students, whether it 
be writers or committee 
members for SGA," said 
Filion. 

Huneault reiterated 
Filion's sentiments. 

"Traditionally, both re- 
cruitment and ensuring that 
staff remain with the paper 
have always been problems 
for all university papers — 
Laurentian University is no 
different. Our compara- 
tively small size means that 
we have less human and 
Financial resources to put 
out a high quality paper 
than the larger universities. 
The same can be said for 
becoming involved with the 
student association," said 
Huneault. 

Both the SGA president 
and the editor-in-chief 
stress that the insertion of 

the article was done to get a 
point across, and to deter- 
mine the amount of re- 
sponse. "Certainly, we have 
no intention of reversing the 
policy," stressed Filion. 

Huneault said that 
Lambda did not receive one 
letter to the editor question- 
ing the apparent reversal. 

"I must ask a few ques- 



tions. Did anyone read the 
article? Did they see it and 
just not give a damn. Or did 
they see it and want to 
react, but didn't know how 
to go about it? 

"It is surprising what one 
letter to the editor can do. 
Simply dropping by 
Lambda and discussing 
concerns could lead to an 
interesting story and posi- 
tive changes. It's important 
to remember that faculty 
and administration read this 
paper as well as the stu- 
dents," said Huneault. 

Filion was concerned 
about the backlash the 
article would create, but felt 
that it was a positive state- 
ment. 

"The responses I did 
receive — people were very 
angry that the SGA and par- 
ticularly myself changed the 
position of the SGA. 

"Unfortunately, only four 
people came up and asked 
why we did what we did," 
noted the SGA president, 
adding that when provided 
with the explanation, the 
people were relieved and "I 
think there was a feeling 
that what we were doing 
was very positive." 

Huneault, who came up 
with the reversal idea, felt it 
would communicate a few 
points. 

"Firstly, I've never seen 
or heard of this reversal 
concept in any other univer- 
sity paper. Rather than just 
whining about the problem, 
I thought it might be an 
effective method to eluci- 
date the problem. By chang- 
ing the tune 1 80 degrees, I 
thought that people would 
see just how ridiculous and 
pitiful apathy or indiffer- 
ence can be. 

"Secondly, as a member 




of Canadian Uni- 
versity Press (an 
organization of Ca- 
nadian university 
student newspa- 
pers), we have a man- 
date to act as 'agents of 
social change'. I hoped 
that this approach 
would shake a few 
heads and knock some 
sense into people — people 
who otherwise don't give a 
damn about anything that 
doesn't come up and di- 
rectly slap them in the 
face," Huneault empha- 
sized. 

Filion said that a few 
people understood the 
article was tongue-in-cheek, 
and noted that Registrar 
Jack Porter understood the 
context of it as well. 

Filion also explained the 
idea to Sheena Weir, Chair 
of the Ontario Federation of 
Students, who thought it 
was a good idea. He also 
spoke with Monica Kirch- 
mayer, V.P. External of 
Carleton University Stu- 
dents Association (CUSA) 
about the concept. She 
thought it was an interesting 
approach, and wondered if 



it would be effective at her 
university. She told Filion 
that the last CUSA meeting 
had to be canceled because 
there weren't enough 
council members to hold 
quorum. There simply 
weren't enough people who 
showed up to vote. 

"Taking a positive step in 
pointing out and illustrating 
problems such as we have 
done might make students 
care enough about what is 



going on. We made an 
attempt to make a point and 
hopefully our point will get 
across," said Filion. 

Huneault and Filion invite 
students to come and speak 
to either people at the SGA 
or Lambda. They stress that 
SGA members should 
become aware of services 
available to them. Huneault 
asks:"I wonder how many 
students realize that they are 
paying a total of $90.50 for 
the services of the SGA and 
Lambda? How many care?"

With winter fast approach- 
ing, it won't be long before the 
northern lights will make their 
return. Although the aurora bo- 
realis can be seen during the 
summer months form time to 
time, it is usually in the winter 
that we see them. 

These lights in the sky are 
most interesting to physicists 
because they represent visually 
a very complex interaction be- 
tween extraterrestrial charged 
particles and the particles of the 
earth's upper atmosphere in the 
presence of the earth's mag- 
netic field. Also, this interaction 
is still not perfectly understood, 
which makes it interesting form 



a research point of view. 

We do know, however, that 
the occurrence of the aurora 
goes hand in hand with solar 
flare activity. It is also more 
prevalent in the mid to upper 
latitudes, thus, the farther north 
one goes, the brighter the au- 
rora display. Indeed, the earth's 
magnetic poles play a major 
role in the display. 

Solar flares are, in effect, huge 
magnetic storms on the sun's 
surface. They emit enormous 
amounts of energy and fast- 
moving particles of the atomic 
variety (no quantum bus here). 
When these particles approach 
the earth, they are trapped by 
theearth's magnetic field which 
then guides them towards the 
poles. 

When the charged particles 



travel through the ionosphere 
(earth's upper atmosphere), 
they energize the particles there 
and cause them to emit light. 
This light turns out to be the 
aural display so well-known to 
winter sky gazers. 

During periods of high sun- 
spot activity which produces 
the solar flares, the aurora bore- 
alis becomes very bright. And, 
it appears that these solar mag- 
netic storms occur a little more 
frequently during the winter 
months-probably due to the 
fact that at this time, the earth is 
closer to the sun than it is in the 
summer. It is difficult some- 
times to know God's thoughts, 
is it not?
